3 $380,000 Community 


Development Grant 


Crawford County's Second Year Community De- 
velopment Block Grant Application has been approved 
in the amount of $380,000.00. Funds have been 
included in the grant for the Housing Commission to 
purchase extremely sub-standard homes from target 
area residents. Assistance and funds are also available 
to provide residents with alternative housing needs. 
Too, funds can be used to improve code deficient items 
of your home. Items include, but are not limited to, 
roof repair/replacement, insulation of your home, 
siding, storm doors and windows, electrical and 
plumbing items. 

The second year target areas have been expanded 
to include the following areas of Grayling Townships, 
the portion of M-72 east between Thendara and 
Stephan Bridge Roads; in Grayling City, the area west 
{ State Street to Business Loop I-75, north to 

ei Ikhigan Avenue; in Frederic, the area south of 612 to 
\Neht Street on the southeast, east to Cheboygan 
Street, and on the west, south of 612 to Mill Street on 
the south and Brown Street on the west. 

Consideration is being given to prepare a 
modification to the grant which would include the 
entire area of Section 35 of Frederic Village. The 
planning process is currently underway, and news will 
be forthcoming should the modification be submitted 
and approved. Outlined maps that indicate all of the 
above described areas are available for review upon 
request io the Housing Commission. 

Grants and Joans are available to eligible appli- 
cants. Loans are based, depending on the homeowners 
income, at 9 to 3% interest rates. Due to the increased 
cost of living, the Housing Commission has recently

Drowns In 


Higgins Lake 


A weekend boating accident 
took the life of a Grosse Pointe 
man who drowned when the 
boat he was fishing in capsized 
on Higgins Lake. 

The diving team from the 
Crawford County Sheriff's De- 
partment rushed to the scene to 
assist in the recovery of the 
body of Wilfred Plotkowski, 51. 
of 1325 Yorktown. He was 
rushed to Mercy Hospital here 
and was pronounced dead at 
4:05 p.m. on Sunday. 

He was fishing with Gerald 
Liss, of Detroit, in the north end 
of Higgins Lake near the State 
Park. According to deputies 
who investigated the accident. 
the men were in a 12 foot boat 
with a 35 horsepower motor. 
Water started to pour into the 
craft from the stern and the men 
attempted to start bailing when 
the boat capsized and sank. 
Liss was abie to reach shore but 
the victim drowned in about 10 
feet of water. 

A vacationing doctor at the 
scene attempted to revive the 
man without success. Members 
of the diving team from this 
county include Dean Goss, Jim 
Parker and Barry Smith.

Mercy Hospital Seeks *7.4 Million 
Expansion-Renovation Approval 


LANSING — The administration of Mercy 
Hospital. 1100 Michigan Avenue, in Gray- 
ling is seeking approval from the state for a 
proposed $7.4 million expansion-renovation 
program. 


The proposal calls for the construction of 
a new addition and the modernization of 
much of the existing structure. Purpose of 
the project is to correct licensing and fire 
safety deficiencies which presently exist. to 
provide more adequate space for depart- 
ments whose levels of demand are not now 
weing Met, and to expand certain depait- 
ments to meet anticipated increases in 
demand. 


Among the services which would be 
added would be a full range of non-cardiac 
vascular procedures, fluoroscopy under 
general anesthesia, a full range of ortho- 
pedic surgery, and basic extended care 
services. The new facility would also be 


designed to accommodate several other 
services at some future time without 
requiring significant structural modifica- 
tions. 

lhe proposal calls for some change in the 
hospital's bed complement. Acute care 
beds would continue at 82, although 2 
medical-surgical beds would be converted 
to critical care use. The obstetrics unit 
would be increased by 2 beds and 22 beds 
would be added in the extended care 
section. 

The estimated cost of the total project is 
$7.497.000, and a projected completion date 
of May 1980 has been establisned. 

In keeping with state and federal reguia- 
tions, the hospital administration has 
applied for a Certificate of Need to cover the 
project. The application is on file with the 
Division of Health Facility Planning and 
Construction of the State Health Depart- 
ment at Lansing.

19 Arraigned on Drug Charges 


A nine month covert drug investigation in 
Crawford County has led to the arrest of 30 
arraigned in court here. Up to 50 persons 
may be arrested as a result of the under- 
cover Operation which has been Conducied 
by the Crawford County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. the Grayling City Police Department 
and County Prosecuting Attorney. Tom 
Kent. 

On the 19 arraigned. most were free on 
bond pending preliminary hearings on 
charges ranging from the delivery and sale 
of drugs to frequenting a house where drugs 
are sold.

Sheriff Curt Haas said five of those 
apprehended are juveniles. They will be 
petitioned to Probate Court. The others will 
be charged with a variety of drug related 
offenses both felony and misdemeanor. The 
suspects range in age from 13 to 27. Police 
officials in Benzie, Missaukee, and Genesee 
Counties, assisted Crawford County in 
apprehending suspects. 

Lieutenant Robert Ruddy. who headed 
the investigation. said drugs involved 
include Marijuana, P.C.P.. L.S.D., and 
Phenobarbitol. Also included were adulter- 
ated drugs. No Heroin was found. These are 
drugs that have been taken aff the market by 
the Food and Drug Administration as being 
unsafe. 


Three keeping houses. two in the City of 
Grayling. and one in the County were closed 
down. with the occupants apprehended. 

Followup investigations have uncovered 
amounts of stolen property and attempts to 
sell firearms illegally. This is the first covert 
operation the department has been involved 
in. More are to appear for arraignment.

The orders which could make this county a dumping site for 
PBB infected milk will come from Lansing and if this county hopes 
to prevent any such action it will have to move swiftly. 

What a reporter hears off the record would amaze many people 
and the things people want (o say without putting their name on It 
about the milk dumping site should convince any doubters. 

While researching the background for last week's story on the 
milk dump, | interviewed a number of people from many state 
agencies, including the ONR and the Health Department, and spoke 

off the record. : 

Many of them are credible and experts in their fields. The 
overwhelming thing | kept hearing over and over again is, We just 
do not know what is happening with the effects of this PBB. We do 
not know how much milk is involved, how much soil will be 
infected. How long the poison will stay in the soil. We have no idea 
at this time what the effects will be on the wildlife. There is not 
enough information on what the PBB will do since we have not had 
time to study the elfects of it.” das. 

If Las a layman have my own doubts about the net effect oi this 
whole plan and when that is reinforced by every person I talk to, 
even people in the know, then | get pretty worried. Jt has often been 
said around this county by various taxpayers groups that they are 
the tail trying to wag the dog. , 

There seems to be nothing harder than to get Lansing to take 
notice of the problems of any county. It is especially hard for 
employees of the state to bite the hand that feeds them, pays them 
and offers them any advancement. it wouid Ue disaaiiGus for them 
to speak out in public about their private fears, especially to be 
quoted by name. That is a fact of life. 

However, if they are worried then I think everyone in Crawford 
County should be worried. If you do not accept this then do some 
homework on your own. Once that milk is dumped we have to live 
with it for over 100,000 years and that is an estimate straight from 
the mouths of the “experts” in Lansing. 

!f you have a concern then you had better voice it. If you do 
not, then you have accepted that as your responsibility. In my 
opinion there has to be a better way of disposing of that milk than 
just dumping it on the ground and shoving some dirt back on top of 
it. Why shouid we ve the guinea pigs for the rest of Michigan? 

The last point | would like to make is Concerning the method of 
disposal and the constant reassurances Lansing gives us that unce 
the poison is in the soil it will remain there forever. That is the same 
thing they said along time ago about DOT. until Raechel Carson 
wrote her monumental book, "The Silent Spring”. It detailed how 
DDT was going from farmers crops to the soil where it accumulated 
in the bodies of earthworms that eat soil and pass is through their 
system. It was then passed from the worms on through the food

On August 1, 1977, Michigan Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany (Consolidated) filed an application with the Mich- 
igan Public Service Commission «the Commission in 
Case No. U-5516 requesting approval of a standby 
curtailment plan. 

In its application, Consolidated states that i has 
recently been advised of a proposal on the part of the 
Commission Staff requiring all gas uuluies operating 
within the State of Michigan to file standby curtailment 
plans for approval by the Commission and in accordance 
with such proposal it has developed such a plan for use 
within its service area in the event that currendy unfore- 
seen developments should create the necd for curtailment 
al some Ume in the future. 

Consolidated proposes to effectuate its standby cur- 
tailment plan by rescinding its existing Rules 2) and 21 
and substituting in leu thereof new Rules 20 and 21, 
Consolidated’s proposed Rule 20 is intended to apply to 
curtailments necessitated by emergency situations such as 
temporary shutdown of pipeline supplies, or the like. Sach 
rule would subject commercial and industrial customers 
with annual requirements of more than ten mithon cubie 
feet. excluding schools, residential buildings and those 
providing for public health and satety or plant protection, 
toa pro rata curtailment, 

Consolidated’s proposed Rule 21 is designed to cover 
gas supply deficiencies resulting from long-term projected 
imbalances between supply and demand. The proposed 
Rule incoi porates prioniiies of curtailment based on cus- 
tomers’ end use and. under the proposed Rule. large 
commercial and industrial boilers would be curtailed first 
and residential and small commercial customers would 
be curtailed last. Service to customers providing for 
public health and safety and tor plant protection has been 
assigned to the highest priority The Ride alse provides 
for a 12-month notification to customers to be curtailed 
and for customers to participate in selecting a base period 
and placing end uses into curtaiiment categories within 
the limitations established in the plan. Consolidated 
represents that, subject to certain conditions, curtaied 
customers will be permitted to use noncurtailed volumes 
for any end use in any of their facilities served by Con- 
solidated and within Consolidated’s physical ability: to 
deliver.

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The thing about the recent shake- 
down primary for Mayor of New York is 
hea so much who won but rather who 
ost, 

Incumbent Mayor Abraham Beam 
lost. Former Congresswoman Bella 
Abzug lost, too. And so did a handful of 
others. 

For the record, the Democratic 
winners in the biggest voter turnout in 
New York primary history were U.S. 
Rep. Edward |. Koch and Mario Cuomo, 
secretary of state, ousting Beame and 
Abzug in the early running, and winning 
the right to do further primary battle. 

Mayor Beame's misfortunes with fi- 
nancing apparently didn't set too well 
with the voters, which isn't surprising, 
as 6Gert Lance and his champion, 
Piesident Carter, also are finding out. 
So Beame's a one-term mayor, cut out 
in the primary, which is unusual even 
for New York. 

The more interesting figure, in my 
book, is Ms. Abzug, who ran a respec- 
table fourth in the seven-person Demo- 
cratic primary. The first five spots were 
close—about 179,000 votes for Mr. 
Koch in the first place, down to about 
131,000 for Percy Sutton in fifth, with 
Abzug setting about 151,000. 

But Bella Abzug — the brash, belli- 
cose, belligerent bellweather of the pro- 
fessional women's political movement 
— lost again. 

Bella started out in first place in the 
polls in the New York mayor's jousting, 
Qing hen dropned ciqun to ner tinal 
fourth-place tinish. That's about the 
same thing that happened a year ago 
when she jumped in early for the United 
States Senate seat, only to lose in the 
primary to the eventual winner, Sen. 
Daniel P. Moynihan. She gave up a 
comfortable seat in the U.S. House of 
Representatives for that campaign, too. 
Ah, poor Bella! 

As luck would have it, the third 
biennial convention of the National 
Women’s Political Caucus was held in 
California only days after Ms. Abzug bit 
the dust in New York. Her loss was 
naturally a subject of conversation, 
especially sinte she was one of the 
founders of the NWPC, whose main 
avowed goal is to get more women into 
elective and appointive office.

Primary for Mayor of New York 
interesting because of who lost 


California convention, was not worried. 

“| don't think it means the demise of 
Congresswoman Abzug,” Ms. Mikulski 
said. “She was perceived as a legisiator, 
a person who gives the executive branch 
the hotfoot. People liked her as that, 
but they couldn't see her as part of the 
executive branch.” 

Ms. Mikulski said she thought the 
vote really meant that New York voters 
didn't want Ms. Abzuy as mayor, but 
“were instead telling her they wanted 
her back in Congress.” She added that 
the Abzug defeat certainly “should not 
be read as signaling the demise of the 
women’s movement.” She's probably 
right on most counts. 

However, from this safe distance, it 
seems to me that if New York voters 
really wanted Ms. Abzug as a hotfoot 
giver to the executive branch, they 


* missed their chance when they rejected 


her for Senator. 

No, the rationale is more likely that 
Ms. Abzug is more attractive as an 
office holder in the more confined limits 
of @ congressional district, from one 
relatively tiny part of New York City, 
than she is either city-wide, or state- 
wide. 

Agreed, it's difficult to envision Bella 
Abzug in an executive mansion; but 
that’s not to say she won't end up there 
some day, nor that she wouldn't do a 
good job as a mayor or a governor or 
such. But first, she must pass the test 
of the polling pas? ona fariec scale, 
last two times ‘out. 

She’s not the first politican to err in 
assessing the depth of political appeal. 
In Michigan, for example, mayors of 
Detroit consistently reach for statewide 
election, and very few make it. 

There's Jittle question that voters in 
New York will again, some day soon, be 
asked to endorse Bella Abzug for some 
public office, or that the Abzug in- 
fluence will again be felt on the national 
level in certain quarters. Obviously we 
haven't seen the last of Bella yet. 

And there’s absolutely no question 
that her loss in New York is not even a 
pebble in the advance of women in 
public service, much less a stumbling 
block. It’s insignificant in the face of 
what is a healthy and welcome trend of 
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women's involvement in government 
and politics.

RESOLUTION 
RE: Reconveyance of State-Owned Mineral Rights 

WHEREAS, Many citizens lost their lands through tax sales 
during the depression and at various other times; and 

WHEREAS, 1909 PA 280, made it mandatory for the State to 
teserve mineral rights on tax-reverted properties; and 

WHEREAS. This Act as amended in 1929 rescinded tne 
mandatory provision leaving the reservation optional on the part of 
the State, presently by and through ONR: and 

WHEREAS, Upon redemption by private citizens only surface 
rights were reacquired. Through the years such surface owners pay 
for, maintain, develop, and pay taxes on these lands without the 
complete control, and authority that accompanies total ownership; 
and 

WHEREAS, 1964 PA 125 authorized the State. presently by and 
through ONR. to sell all such reserved mineral, coal, oil and gas 
rights. giving the surface owner of such lands priority in purchase: 
and 

WHEREAS, The State has leased nearly all mineral rights, on 
private lands, by 10 year leases that are renewable and/or capable 
of being extended. By policy ONR refuses to consider sale of 
mineral rights until leases terminate, and thereby rejects the 
common practice whereby the lease follows the mineral deed; and 

WHEREAS, By General Policy, DNR also refuses to sell 
mineral rights “in any area of known or probable mineral value”; 
and 

WHEREAS, DNR holds mineral interests in over 2,000,000 
acres of land where only surface ownership was subsequently 
purchased, providing a situation whereby citizens pay the taxes and 
the State General Fund receives the royalties from any oil and gas 
production; and 

WHEREAS. Residents of Crawford County own, maintain and 
develop lands upon which they are the limited surface owners. 
Nonetheless, they are mandated by State Equalization Board 
determinations to pay exorbitant taxes for their limited ownership 
and control; and

tremendous powers over such privately owned lands, and extracts 
to Its Own use rents, profits, royalties and other tees tnat should 
properly accrue to the citizens-owner; and 

WHEREAS, The Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
finds these policies and practices biaianily and totany unfair, 
overreaching and outside the intent of 1964 PA 125 and perniciously 
proprietary on the part of the State of Michigan and DNR. 

THEREFORE GE IT RESOLVED THAT DNR be requested, 
asked and encouraged to change, amend or modify their policy on 
the sale of State-owned mineral rights such that the surface owner 
may at their option, for a fair and reasonable price, acquire or 
reacquire such mineral rights as owned or controlled by the State of 
Michigan through DNR. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, THAT DNR adopt such policy, 
practices and procedures so as to ailow the sale without delay on 
the basis of present lease. agreement or contract. recognizing that 
the conveyance to the surface-owner would not interfere with the 
continued validity of prior existing leases. agreements or contracts. 

BE !T FURTHER RESOLVED. THAT such conveyance or 
reconveyance by DNR to the surface owner include without 
consideration. reservation or incumberance, all lease rights. 
royalties, powers and interests of whatever kind that the State of

FREDERIC TOWNSHIP ORDINANCE #9-29-77 


THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 

There is hereby created for the Township of Frederic a 
Compensation Commission whose duties shall be to determine the 
salaries of all elected township officers. 

The Commission shall consist of five (5) members who are 
registered electors of the Township to be appointed by the 
Supervisor and subject to confirmation by a majority of the 
members elected and serving on the Township Board. 

a. The terms of office shall be five (5) years, except that of the 
members first appointed, one each shall be appointed for terms of 
1, 2,3, 4 and 5 years, All first members shail be appointed within 


v7 


tnirty (30) days after the effective date of the ordinance. Thereafter - 


members shall be appointed before October 1, of the year:ot 
appointment. Vacancies shall be filled for the remainder of ai 
unexpired term. An officer or employee of any government agency, 
or unit or member of the immediate family of such an officer or 
employee shail not be eligible to be appointed to the Commission. 

b. Duties. The Commission shali determine the salaries of the 
Township elected officials which determinations shail be the 
saiaries unless the Township Board, by resolution adopted by 2/3 
ot the members elected to and serving on the Board, rejects the 
determinations. The determinations of the Commission shall be 
effective thirty (30) days following their filing with the Township 
Clerk unless rejected by the Township Board. In case of rejection, 
tne exisiing salary shall or . Any expense allowance or 
reimbursement paid to elected o icials in addition to salary shall 
be for expenses incurred in the course of Township business and 
accounted for to the Township 

c. Meetings. The Commission shall meet for not more than 
fifteen (15) session days in 1975 and every odd numbered year 
thereafter and shall make its determinations within forty-five (45) 
calendar days of its first meeting. A majority of the members of the 
Commission constitutes a quorum for conducting the business of 
the Commission. The Commission shall take no action or make 
determinations without a concurrence of a majority of the members 
appointed and serving on the Commission. The Commission shall 
elect a chairman from among its members. “Session days” means 
any calendar day on which the Commission meets and a quorum is 
present. The members of the Commission shall receive no 
compensation, bu 
expenses incurred in ‘the performance. of their duties. 

d. Implementation of Ordinance. The Township Board may 
implement the provissons of the ordinance by resolution including 
the date for convening the Commission. 

e. Petition For Referendum And Approval Of The Ordinance. 
Within sixty (60) days after the effective date of this ordinance, a 
petition for a referendum on the ordinance may be filed with the 
Township Clerk containing the signatures of not less than five (5%) 
percent of the registered electors of the Township on the effective 
date of the ordinance in which case the election shall be conducted 
in the Same manner as an election on a resolution under Subsection 
(2) of Act 176 of the Public Acts of 1974. Ifa petition for referendum 
is fled any determinations of the Commission shall not be 
effective until the ordinance has been approved by the electors. 

f. Decrease Of Salary. The salary of an elected Township 
official shall not be decreased during the officials term of office. 

g. Authority Per Diem Compensation. The authority of the 
Commission does not extend to those elected officials who are 
paid per diem or per meeting compensation. 

h. Eitective Date. Salaries as determined by the Commission 
shall be effective April 1 of the year following said determinaticns, 
or in case of a change in the fiscal year, at the first of the month 
closest to the beginning of the fiscal year. 

1. Division Of Salary. The authority of the Commission shall 
include the right to include a separate amount if the Supervisor is a 
certified assessor. Split of salary may be made in any case where 
State law requires certain quatifications for a specific job. 

This ordinance is to take effect on the 29th day of September, 
1977. ang is adopted in pursuance of Act 176 of Public Acts of 1974. 

This is to certify that Ordinance #9-29-77 was considered and 
duly adopted by the Township of Frederic at a special meeting held 
on the 22nd day of September. 1977.
